BOSTON  STRONG 


For  the  entire  distance  of  the  race, 
there  are  thousands  of  supporters  located  on 
the  sideline,  cheering  the  runners  through  ev¬ 
ery  step  of  the  way,  handing  them  water  and 
snacks.  At  Wellesley  College,  it  is  a  tradition 
for  students  to  cheer  on  the  runners  in  what 
is  known  as  the  "Scream  Tunnel.”  For  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  a  mile,  students  line  the  course,  scream, 
and  offer  the  runners  kisses.  The  Scream  Tun¬ 
nel  is  so  loud  it  can  be  heard  a  mile  away. 

During  the  2013  Boston  Marathon, 
held  on  April  15th,  2013,  at  about  2:50  p.m. 
two  twin  explosions  occurred  on  Boylston 
Street.  The  race  was  immediately  stopped, 
preventing  many  from  finishing  the  race. 

A  yearly  celebration,  turned  into  a  bloody 
destruction.  The  race  injured  more  than  200 
people  and  killed  three  innocent  people. 

The  Boston  police,  firefighters,  and 
the  National  Guard  were  heroes  on  that  tragic 
Monday.  It  showed  not  only  Bostonian's,  but 
people  around  the  world  that  there  are  peo¬ 
ple  that  will  go  out  of  there  way  to  sacrifice 
their  lives  for  others,  without  any  concern 
for  their  own  safety.  A  special  hero  for  the 
city  was  MIT  officer  Sean  Collier.  Sean  was 
a  dedicated,  compassionate  police  officer. 

He  was  also  a  27-year-old  who  was  a  loyal 
brother,  a  dutiful  son,  a  doting  uncle.  When  he 
was  a  little  boy,  from  the  age  of  three  or  four, 
Sean  was  obsessed  with  the  American  flag.  He 
drew  it  constantly  wth  crayons,  pencils  and 
magic  markers  and  then  he'd  hand  them  out 
to  family,  friends,  and  total  strangers.  Collier 
was  such  a  loving  person. 


The  Boston  Marathon,  an  annual  event,  is 
hosted  by  several  cities  in  Greater  Boston.  This 
event  attracts  more  than  500,000  people,  making 
it  the  most  viewed  sport  in  all  of  New  England.  The 
first  run  was  held  on  April  19, 1897.  It  was  inspired 
by  the  "revival  of  the  marathon  for  the  1896  Sum¬ 
mer  Olympics  in  Athens.  It  is  the  oldest  running 
marathon  in  the  world.”  The  Boston  Marathon  was 
originally  for  runners  in  the  Greater  Boston  Area, 
however,  as  it  became  more  popular,  it  began  to 
attract  runners  from  all  over  the  world.  The  course 
runs  through  26  miles  of  roads,  routes,  and  city 
streets,  throughout  eight  Massachusetts  cities  and 
towns  such  as  Hopkinton,  Ashland,  Framingham, 
Natick,  Wellesley,  Newton,  Brookline,  and  of  course,

Three  hours  after  the  explosion,  President  Barack  Obama  spoke 
out  for  the  city  of  Boston.  “I've  also  spoken  with  Goyernor  Patrick  and 
Mayor  Menino,  and  made  it  clear  that  they  have  every  single  federal 
resource  necessary  to  care  of  the  victims  and  counsel  the  families. 

And  above  all,  I  made  clear  to  therh  th^t  all  Americans  stand  with  the 
people  of  Boston...  Today  is  a  holiday  in  Massachusetts  --  Patriots'  Day. 
It's  a  day  that  celebrates  the  free  and  fiercely  independent  spirit  that  \ 
this  great  American  city  of  Boston  has  reflected  from  the  earliest  days 
of  our  nation.  And  it's  a  day  that  draws  the  world  to  Boston's  streets  in 
a  spirit  of  friendly  competition.  Boston  is  a  tough  and  resilient  town. 

So  are  its  people.  I'm  supremely  confident  that  Bostonian’s  will  pull 
together,  take  care  of  each  other,  and  move  forward  as  one  proud  city. 
And  as  they  do,  the  American  people  will  be  with  them  every  single 
step  of  the  way."

It 
felt  as  if  the  world  had  ended,  the  streets  of  Boston  were  barren.  No 
vehicles,  no  shoppers,  no  tourists.  Everyone  was  at  home,  scared,  just
